any income on property paid for out 
of earnings or on the unearned in- 
crement in land values, and they es- 
timate that the government might 
be able through the courts to pur- 
chase the $18,000,000,000 of rail- 
road securities for as little as $12,-

falling on the security owners. The 
fixed charges at 5 per cent. would 
then be $600,000,000, instead

Heads of the railroad labor or- 
ganizations say that they are not 
disturbed by the large losses shown 
by government operation and that 
they will promise to produce a net 
income of $1,000,000,000 if they are 
allowed to run the railroads. They 
point out that if the interest to be 
paid the government were 2750,000,- 
000, an income of $1,000,000,000 
would leave $250,000,000.

FATS VIENNA’S 
GREATEST NEED. 


Populace is in Danger of 
Death by Freeung. 


Fantastic Prices Paid for ‘All 
Pork Products. 


Wealthy Obtain Small Supply 
Surreptitiously.

[ATLANTIC CABLE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH. ] 

VIENNA, Feb 3 (Via Paris) Feb. 
6.—While 1200 tons of American 
flour which reached Vienna yester- 
day, together with more than 20,000 
tons to be sent in the near future by 
different Allied countries, will go a 
long way to remove the danger of a 
bread famine in the Austrian capi- 


tal, it ie nevertheless possible that, 
with a lack of coal and with the 
thermometer going down by leaps 
and bounds, the population will 
freeze to death unless given a suf- 
ficient supply of fats. 

Next to coal this is now the para- 
mount need. It is pathetic to hear 
the fantastic rumors whicn spring 
up on all sides and which are cher- 
ished by the uncerfed people about 
supposed ships with cargoes of fats 
heading in all imaginable directions 
but never arriving. 

On paper every inhabitant of 
Vienna gets one-twelfth of a pound 
of lard as a weekly ration. When 
he succeeds in getting the :ation 
the stuff tastes like tallow, it being 
-of the quality that in peace times is 
used for smearing over shoes. From 
18 cents a pound in normaltimes the 
price has gone up steadily until now 
a pound costs $10 when, by some 
hook or crook, it can be obtained. 

Ham is another luxury wna!ch can 
be secured in small quantities by 
secret processes-at $10 a pound. 
Salami sausage, which is a great fa- 
vorite with the Viennese in 
times, soars nearly to the same level, 
a pound costing $9. Beef can be 
obtained more easily. 

One American living here, Fred 
H. Holz @f Cincinnati, told me he 
had an unusual blowout at his home 
yesterday, when his wife and daugh- 
ter partook of two pork cutlets which 
the cook paid $10 for. 
him, or who happen to possess larg- 
er stocks of paper money, say they 
will some day have to beg on the 
streets if prices continue to go up. 

SMUGGLING IN VOGUE. 

Before the Hungarian frontier was 
frequent 
journeys there for food. Women 
carried as many as forty eggs hid- 
den in their bosoms. They alzo wore 
special underskirts made of sack- 
skin into which up to sixteen pounds 
of flour could be smuggled. Only 
children under one year of age are 
allowed a milk ration and that is 
only a little more than half a quart 
aday. But milk is hard to get when 
a pound costs $2 and poor homes 
go unfed. 

The scarcity of sour milk is so 
great and potatoes and corn are s0 
precious that for hog food the au- 
thorities will allow farmers to feed 
their pigs only up to 110 pounds 
In weight. It is a standing joke 
with the fllppant youngsters in the 
cafes to say that the pig is the direst 
problem Austria ever had, as, ac- 
cording té popular belief, it was the 
bitter competition between Hungary 
and Serbia aver the supply of this 
commodity to Austria. and later the 
ban on Serbian pork ‘by Austria, 
that really started the war. Now 
the coffee house humorists say it is 
again the pig that is driving Aue- 
tria to a catastrophe. Farmers 
who*thave pigs won't part with them 
for- paper money, demanding gold 
and jewelry only in exchange. Geese 
are as scarce As pigs, the wealthy 
people paying $6 a pound, when 
earlier In the war the price was 1é6c. 

SLY TRAFFIC CARRIED ON. 

A strict rationing system is in 
force on most of the articles of 
food and clothing and fuel, but 
tnose with money and ingenuity pull 
all sorts of etrings to secure food 
in an underhand way. There is in 
existence a vast organization ‘to 
supply the wealthier classes. Well- 
to-do households ‘have secret ar- 
rangements with farmers, who bring 
them provisions on the night trains. 
Hous@wives, accompanied by cooks, 
meet incoming farmers at appoint- 
ed places and carry back the pro- 
visions through dark and out of the 
way streets to avoid detection. From 
time to times the police get wind of 
instances of this traffic, and there- 
upon searches are made at the 
most unexpected times, which are 
chiefly at meal hours. 

It is a nerve-wracking regime. 
Americans residing here, who are 
m= well treated as other foreigners 
and have specially tried to avoid 
trouble, say that in many houege- 
holds the wife, husband and chil- 
dren are so thoroughly treined that 
when m doorbell rings during meals, 
each member of the family grabs a 
plate with the forbidden foods and 
whisks it into @ prearranged hiding 
place. .

STARTS REFORM 


Disclosures at Leavenworth 
Aired at Washington,

Secretary Promises to Review 
Each Prisoner's Case. 


[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—Secre- 
tary of War Baker has come to 
terms with the 1200 military pris- 
oners at Fort Leavenworth who re- 
fused to work or obey orders, alleg- 
ing they are victims of unjust con- 
victions and unduly severe sentences. 

Mr. Baker said today he would re- 
i'view the case of any prisoner who 
feels that he has beén unjustly dealt 
with, amd that this appeal at all times 
has been open to military prison- 


ers. 
The agitation over the general dis- 
closures of the haphazard adminis- 
tration of military justice also has 
moved the Secretary to invoke 
remedial measures. He said he had 
instructed the Judge-Advocate-Gen- 
eral to review all cases during the 
war, with a view to righting injus- 
tices, and had asked the American 
Bar Association to appoint a com- 
mittee to work out with the Judge- 
Advocate-General legisiation rem- 
edying the faults of the system. 
RIGHT OF APPEAL, 


The Secretary said he did not 
know anything of the details of the 
so-called strike at Fort Leaven- 
worth, but added: 

“Each prisoner has and exercises 
the right of immedigte appeal to 
the Secretary of War. Before a man 
is sent to Leavenworth his case 
comes to me for réview, and I spend 
@ great portion of my time going 
over court-martial records. After a 
man has gotten to Leavenworth, if 
he writes to me that he thinks that 
he has been there long enough the 
request is invariably sent to Col. 
Rice for report, and the case is de- 
cided on its merits. I have had a 
great many cases of this kind, and 
have commuted the sentences of a 
great many men, for both military 
and civil offenses. : 

“With regard to the statement 
that the men are complaining of 
the inequality of sentences imposed 
for the same offenses, this occurs 
also in civil courts.'’One judge will 
sentence a man to ten years for a 
certain offense, and another judge 
will only impose a two-year sentence 
It depends on the culpability of the 
man, and not entirely on the offense 
charged.

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. . 6.—An 
extensive development of shipbuild- 
ing and a wide expansion of mari- 
time industry @ all of its branches 
is looked for by shipping interests of 


the Pacific Coast with the return to 
the world of normal peace condi- 
tions. 
This expectation is based in a 
great measure on the fact that the 
Pacific Coast suffered comparatively 
little by the demands of war, while 
at the same time its immense nat- 
ural resources were extensively de- 
veloped by the government for  in- 
creased tonnage. The Coast is now 
equipped with more than a score of 
modern shipbuilding plants, some of 
them among the largest in the coun- 
try. These yards were equipped with 
every facility for turning out ton- 
nage at the highest speed, and now 
that the war is over, these facilities 
will not be allowed to go to waste. 
In San Francisco the Harbor 
Board recently announced plans for 
extensive reconstruction of piers and 
warehouses. Plans for an absorption 
of usual port charges by division of 
overhead expense brings to the front 
the free port movement, a subject 
which now looms large in relation 
to the commerce of all ports.

Plot to Burn Citrus Packing 
Plants Told Sheriff. 


Large Armed Force is Held 
Ready for Emergency. 


Boy Kidnaped by Mistake for 
Superintendent's Son. 


Threats were made yesterday by 
Bolsheviki and sympathizers with 
the agitators in the citrus district 
ta burn packing-houses, according to 
reports received by Sheriff Cline, who 
is holding an armed force ready to 
sént at a moment's notice to any 
part of the menaced district.

Verne in mistake for the son of the 
superintendent of the La Verne cit- 
rus packing plant, Everett Thomas, 
8 years old, is missing. He is 4 feet 
im height, weighs 55 pounds, has 
brown hair, brown eyes and light 
of the forehead, and was wearing @& 
gray cap, a dark blue sweater, cor- 
duroy trousers elkskin shoes.

He averred that no matter how 
long it took, the agitators would 
win, by force if necessary, 
Deputies Couts and Anerson re- 
ceived reports that the Russians 
were agitating near North Pomona 
and were making their way into Sana 
Bernardino county. 
While preparations were made yes- 
terd for the trials which are due 
to n this morning at Covina of 


six citrus belt agitators, reports were 
received from points throughout the 
San Gabriel Valley that orange pick- 
ing was proceeding without trouble. 
The ousting of thirty-five Rus- 
sian men and women trouble-mak- 
ers had its effect, and more Mexi-] 
can pickers returned to work than 
had worked on Wednesday. 

J. H. Ryckman, Socialist lawyer, 
who is counsel] for the LW.W., said 
yesterday that “though the tleportas 
tions at Charter Oak on ednes- 
day were as bad and illegal those 
at Bisbee,” he would not no court 
action untilthe cases at Covina are 
disposed of.

MILITARY POLICE 
FOR CITY ASKED. 
CHIEF BUTLER WANTS ARMY 
AUTHORITIES TO LOOK AFT- 
ER SOLDIERS HBKE. 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) | 

SAN DIEGO, Feb. 6.—Chief . of 
Police Butler of Los Angeles, after 
a conference with the’ conimanding 
officers at Camp Kearny and Rock- 
well Field and with the military po- 
lice here, sent a telegrarn to the 
commanding general of tie West- 
ern Department asking that a mili- 
tary police establishment be start- 
ed in Los Angeles to assist the Los 
Angeles autnorities in problems aris- 
ing from the discharge of men from 
the service, ‘I'he telegrani said in 
part: 

“We cannot tell soldiers in service 
from discharged soldiers, and many 
deserters, absent-without-leave men, 
petty thieves and others ate 'n the 
city. We can handle the situation 
locally, but ‘prefer to let military po- 
hee handle their own men.” 

Chief Butler also gave out this} 
statement for publication: — 

“Soldiers and sailors: In Los An- 
geles there are idie 1000 service men. 
Five men are seeking every single 
job open to discharged soldiers. Stay 
gway from the big cities; do not look 
for work where workers are being 
laid off. The back country needs 
you and will pay you the best wages. 
Get back to the soll.”

KING DE TROP? 

King Nicholas of Montenegro, now 
stranded in Paris, has ample opportunity to 
refiect on the mot of Montesquieu, “Wom- 
en and kings are safest at home.” King 
Nicholas sought to follow the illustrious 
precedent set by President Wilson by at- 
tending in person the Paris conference and 
assisting in its deliberations. He left his 
country in charge of his ministers while 
he made the pilgrimage to the Mecca of 
free peoples, there to assist in the forma- 
tion of a League of Nations, of which Mon- 
tenegro should form a component part. 

But King Nicholas was not so happy in 
his adventure as the President of the great 
American republic. For, while President 
Wilson has been the recipient of new hon- 
ors both at home and abroad, King Nicho- 
las has received the distressing information 
that during his absence from his countrv 
a Montenegrin Parliament met in extraor- 
dinary session, deposed him and voted to 
unite the country with Serbia as a part of 
the Serbian Empire. King Nicholas _re- 
fuses to be deposed, asserts that the Par- 
liament acted withvut constitutional au- 
thority and prays the Peace Conference to 
give him his country back. 

This problem is not easy of solution for 
the Peace Conference. King Nicholas sent 
hig troops to fight in the Allied ranks from 
t¥e outset of the war and thev acquitted 
taemselves nobly; therefore he has just 
Glaim to marked consideration en the part 


his subjects’

of the Allies. But—te was Montenegro and 
not King Nicholas that fought; and if the 
popilation of Montenegro, through self-de- 
termination, desires this Serbian alliance 
Nicholas seems to be a king de trop. 

Doubtless a whole web of tangled Balkan 
diplomacy is involved in the deposal of 
King Nicholas and the annexation of Mon- 
tenegro by Serbia. All those little Euro- 
pean states place more confidence in the 
nine points of possession than in the four- 
teen points of diplomacy. King Nicholas 
admits that the Serbians are in possession 
of his’ country and says he cannot safely 
return home except under an escort of dn 
Allied army. If it were not for the Peace 
Conference he would appeal to Italy to aid 
in righting what he considers his wrongs 
and punishing his anmibitious neighbor; for 
he is the father-in-law of the present King 
of Italy. 

King Nicholas says in a statement to the 
powers that: “My deposition and the an- 
nexation of my country by Serbia is with- 
out foundation in justice. The Serbian 
army of occtipation has established a cor- 
don and the only reports are smuggled out 
by my friends at the risk of their lives, My 
ministers have béen decapitated without 
even a semblance of trial. That mock Par- 
Hament was chosen by bards of brigarnds 
who are working In behalf of Serbia.” The 
King charges further that the Serbian Min- 
ister, Pachitch, has been guilty of base 
ingratitude. He says he fought three wars 
for Serbia, saved her from disaster, enabled 
her to take Belgrade, took bread out of 
mouths to supply Serbia's 
wants, came the first of all nations to her 
rescue after the Austrian ultimatum, and 
his only reward is a fratricidal invasion of 
the liberties of ‘ ‘my

At present Nicholas of 
Montenegro, for all his brilliant war rec- 
ord and titled connections, appears to be 
one King too many. 


OT A FAIR DEAD. 

While the relations of peoples are be- 
ing reddjusted on a reciprocal basis of jus- 
tice and self-determination it will not be 
amiss to call the attention of our Canadian 
neighbors to an element of discord growing 
out of an order-in-council isgued by the 
government of Quebec in 1910 prohibiting 
the export of wood from crown lands ex- 
cept in manufactured form, This order 
may appear inoffensive enough at first read- 
ing, but it has worked an unmerited hard- 
shin on a number of American investors 
who bought leases on the crown lands in 
good faith prior to 1910 and by the same 
title on American newspapers. and the 
American reading public. 

Canadian pulp wood is largely used in 
the manufacture of print paper sold in this 
country, The wood was formerly cut in 
Canada, shipped to the United States and 
here converted into the manufactured prod- 
uct. When that order prohibiting the ex- 
port of pulp wood was passed the price of 
print paper in this country immediately ad- 
vanced. That prire could now be mate- 
rially reduced if the order-in-counci!! of the 
Quebec government were to be revoked. 

Canadian paper manufacturers now get 
from the United States coal, sulphur, ma- 
chifery and supplies free of export duty 
to use in converting their pulp wood into 
paper. Neighborly, reciprocity would coun- 
sel a removal of the export duty on pulp 
wood. Erecting

While 
the major policies of nations are being reg- 
ulated at Paris it might be well for the 
American Congress and the Canadian Par- 
liament to make a few exchanges.

The - 
foremost men in American life are suf- 
ficiently alive to our domestic conditions, 
They may have differing views about the 
tariff, as to policies of internal improve 
ment, as to railroad legislation, etc, But 
in matters outside our borders, in matters 
foreign to immediate and relatively local 
politics, they have little Knowledge, less in- 


ticlans, on the other hatid, while intensely 
alive to all oversea affairs, are curiously 
shy of affairs in an English sense domestic. 
I have wondered if it be not due in large 
measure to his propensity to domestic in- 
terest and to his courage in dealing 
progressively with domestic affairs that Mr. 
Lioyd George, notably a man without a 
party, is so potent a figure in British politt- 
cal life. The war, of course, has vastly 
enhanced his prestige, but even prior to 
the war he had become thé most popular 
and the most potential figtire in the politt- 
cal life of the country. Largely, I am con- 
vinced, this has come about as & cofise- 
quence of his bold taking hold of certain 
pressing domestic problems. But in this re- 
spect Mr. Lloyd George stands almost alone. 
In the course of our twenty or more days 
in London I had contact extended or brief 
with nearly every man of large political at- 
thority, and I do not reca]!l that any one of 
them, unless directly challenged by aues- 
tion or suggestion, spoke of home problenis.
